ever, she will generally not attack his forces even in the 
absence of an alliance© ' 

In the course of the many games Galhamer has played 
while developing "Diplomacy", peculiar combinations have 
taken place* Once there was a Russian fleet in Portugal; 
at another time English armies -have held Moscow* (This 
latter event, the EPDG confirms happens not infrequently 
when Russia neglects the northern defense s« ) 

Galhamer was naturally ' quite interested in the fur- 
ther propagation of "Diplomacy" • He spoke of the original 
marketing of the ■■game through Games Research, and- how -the 
re,tail distribution of "Diplomacy" -is not all it should be. # 
(This complaint has also boon heard from would-be purch- 
asers who. haven't been able to find 'tho game In their local- 
ity*) "Diplomacy' 1 Is also on .the market, in England, where 
it has been advertised in the 'satirical weekly Private Eye. , 

At the conclusion ©f the talk, Game 19&3A was replayed
